GW Team Finds US Patent Policies 
Work “Reasonably Well” 


Three University professors have 
completed a pilot study of the highly 
complicated and controversial effects of 
Federal agency patent policies in regard 
to Government research and develop- 
ment contracts. 

The three-man team, Dr. Donald 
S. Watson, Professor of Economics; Dr. 
Harold F. Bright, Professor of Statis- 
tics; and Dr. Arthur E. Burns, Pro- 
fessor of Economics and Dean and 
Chairman of the Graduate Council, con- 
cluded: Contrary to the general feeling 
that the Government should adopt a 
uniform policy, today’s basic two-fold 
procedure of having the Government 
maintain title in some instances and 
awarding title to the contractor in other 
instances works “reasonably well, even 
with exceptions and qualifications.”

Distinguished Trustee Dies 


The University’s Honorary Trus- 
tee. Walter R. Tuckerman (Harvard, 
AB 03) LLB 07, LLD 52, died recently 
at the age of 79. 

A banker and real estate devel- 
oper with a long list of varied accom- 
plishments, Mr. Tuckerman founded 
and was the first president of the Bank 
of Bethesda.

Mount Tuck, on a 100-mile 
stretch of the Alaska-Canada boundary, 
which Mr. Tuckerman marked with a 
survey party in 1909, is named for him.
